In January he received 
a letter from defendant, with an account annexed, in which he had put 
him down at 5/. 5s. per month ; after which plaintiff always charged that 
sum as his salary in the cost-sheets. He had often seen defendant on the 
mine, and had frequently heard him say he had the sett. One of the de- 
fendant’s letters further showed defendant’s connection with the mine, as 
in it he ordered all work to cease, with the exception of six men only. 
Plaintiff claimed for one month’s salary after his discharge on the 22d of

The ore ap- 
peared to be dipping east ¢ or 5 ft.inafm. The fode was composed of quartz, cop- 
per, and lead ore.

Tus Porato Diskase.—Sir : Let me confirm by experience what Mr, Mushet suggests 
as possible in your impression of Saturday last, relative to the probable cause of the 
potato disease —viz., that an acid is the deteriorating agent. Inthe year 1846 I was 
engaged in the manufacture of soda ash, the refuse from which is, of course, a strong 
alkali. This refuse was used by very many of my workmen and neighbours in the 
culture of potatoes ; those who used it escaped the visitation, I believe, without ex- 
ception. Finding this to be the casc, I put a small price upon the refuse, which 
until then I had given away. This had the effect of causing many (the population 
coasisting of miners and labourers) to discontinue the use of the refuse ; but from 
experiments which I myself made at that time, I feel satisfied that in nearly all 
eases it will entirely prevent the disease. There are several thousand tons now 
lving on the works (which I have since sold), which might be procured at a reason- 
able rate.—J. H. M.: London, Dec. 2).

Although the executor of 
a shareholder may repudiate all interest in the concerns of the company, 
and show that his testators assets are exhausted in payment of debts, his 
name will still be placed on the list in his representative capacity. 
(Tuomas’s case, 1 De Grex, and Su. R., 579.) But where persons are put 
on the list as personal representatives, that description is understood to 
limit their liability to the extent of the assets of their testator, to be ap- 
plied in due course of administration. The owner of shares in a steam- 
packet company had transferred two of them to his son, by a document 
which was not executed by the son, nor entered on the company’s books, 
nor otherwise perfected according to the provisions of the Deed of Con- 
stitution, nor was the son aware of the transfer. By a rule of the com- 
pany every proprietor was entitled to a free passage in every one of 
their vessels, which privilege the son had availed of, and signed certi- 
ficates in the books in respect of such privilege asa shareholder. Although 
the son had never received dividends, or done any act as a proprictor, he 
was placed on the list of contributors in respect of the two shares. 
(Macuire’s case, 3 De Gex, and 8m., 31.) Shares were purchased in the 
name of an infant, without disclosing his infancy ; the vendor, on the re- 
presentation of the father, signing the certificate required by the company's 
rules, that the purchaser was of age. On discovery of the infancy, the 
father guaranteed the company that the son would perform the provisions 
of the deed, and that he would himself indemnify them, and it was held 
that the father’s name was properly placed on the list of contributories. 
(Reave.ey’s case, 1 De Grex, and Sm., 550.) 

Where a person, however, took shares in payment of goods supplied to 
a company, on an express agreement with the chairman that by doing 
so he should not incur any personal liability, the company not being 
at the time completely registered, although it subsequently became so ; 
it was held that the holder of the shares was, under the circumstances, 
properly excluded from the list of céntributories, as he had contracted 
that he should be free from all liability. Sh cg igh case, 3 De Gux 
and Sm., R., 63.) In the case of a shareholder of a company who be- 
comes a bankrupt, his assignees are properly placed on the list of contri- 
butors in that capacity. (Same vol.,‘p. 113.) When the losses of a com- 
pany about to be wound up are being ascertained and distributed amongst 
the several contributories, and it appears that some of the shareholders 
had directly sanctioned special acts of mismanagement, which were un- 
authorised by others ; it was held that the body of shareholders were not 
liable to contribute rateably to those losses so improperly incurred, and 
that it was competent for the Master, in regulating the liabilities, to as- 
certain and distribute the contribution according to the several degrees of 
liability on those who had sanctioned or adopted the acts of mismanage- 
ment, (In re Lord Mansriep’s case, 2 MacNav. and Gor. R., 67.) Ae 
it has been stated that several companies, particularly those connected with 
Australia, will probably be soon brought under the operations of the Wind 
ing-up Acts, the principles fairly deducible from these cases will enable 
parties to raise, and be advised, upon the several questions which may 
vecur, or which are likely to come under judicial determination. 





We consider it our duty, as public journalists, to put both the masters 
and mining operatives in possession of the decisions of the superior courts 
of common law, upon the relative rights or interests of both. Contracts 
between master and servant are peculiarly favoured in the present staté 
of our law; and a capricious violation by cither entails certain risks and 
penalties upon the offending party. It is desirable that the operative 
classes should be fully apprised, that when they deliberately enter into 
_— contracts of hiring, they are bound to fulfil them to the letter, and 
that the nonfulfilment imposes upon them the risk of summary punish- 
ment. Every solemn adjudication is also important to magistrates at this 
period, when strikes are so general and so serious, as guiding and direct- 
ing them in this important branch of the many onerous duties which the 
Legislature has cast upon them. The case of James Grsswoon, a pri 
soner in the House of Correction at Stafford, came before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, on Thursday, the 24th of November, on a special appli- 
cation on the part of the prisoner, that he might be discharged out of cus- 
tody, the conviction and committal being defective in point of form. t 
appeared that the prisoner, who was a working collier, had, in the month 
of July last, contracted and agreed with Messrs. Suetucnrst, Bisor, and 
Wurzcrr, of Hanley, in the county of Stafford, coal proprietors, to serve 
them as a collier in their collieries for the term of a fortnight, and thence- 
forth from fortnight to fortnight, until either party should have given to 
the other 14 days’ notice to determine such contract. ‘The prisoner en- 
tered and worked under that agreement, and the term of his contract 
being unexpired, he absented himself from the service of his employers, 
without having given them any notice, and without assigning any suffi- 
cient reason for so doing. Such was the charge against the prisoner, who 
was brought before Tuomas S. Ross, Esq.; a magistrate of the county of 
Stafford, to answer a complaint containing that charge, as contrary to the 
provisions of the statute regulating such hirings. ‘The conviction and 
warrant of committal both stated that the justice having examined into 
the complaint, adjudged it to be true, and then proceeded thus, — And 
it appearing to me, as well upon the examination on oath of the said J. §. 
in the presence of the said J. G., as otherwise, that the said J. G. haying 
contracted, as aforesaid, to serve the said J. 8. and his co-partners as a 
collier in their said business of colliers, and the term of his contract being 
unexpired, did, on the 3lst day of August, misdemean and misconduct 
himself in his said service, by neglecting and absenting himself from his 
said masters’ service, without the leave of his said masters, without hav- 
ing giveo to his said masters any dotice thereof, and withéut assigning 
any sufficient reason for #0 doing,” -&c.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES OF SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM. } 

Dec, 22.~—The scarcity of metals, and consequent embarrassment to 
the various manufacturers, still continue, and with very little prospect 
of a change for the better. The metal dealers cannot procure a fourth 
of the tin required; and for the small quantity in the market, prices 
are required which cannot be given by the manufacturers. To-day 
1303. was eskedby traveliers, who are now making their appearance 
here; but they received very few, if any, orders, the manufacturers 
preferring to stand idle rather than purchase. The inconve- 
nience now felt by the scarcity of this essential article has led to a 
more than ordinary desire to ascertain the cause of it; and the belief 
becomes general that it is the result of a bond fide scarcity arising 
from the difficulty of raising sufficient ore to meet the demand. It 
appears that a great number of the best miners have been emigrating 
from Cornwall to Australia, until it has become impossible to procure 
a sufficient number of hande to supply the increased demand. It is 
now known, from the Revenue export and other returns, that the 
quantity of tin used during the last twelve months in this district has 
been infinitely greater than at any former period; and to the 
above causes may be attributed the short supply of tin, which is now 
being so severely felt. The manufacturers have on their books large 
orders which they cannot execute, particularly for Australia, the last 
arrivals from which have added considerably to the demand, I have 
noticed this article at perhaps rather greater length than it might 
seem to require; but the effect upon the manufacturing interest in 
that branch is likely to be so serious that the sooner attention 18 
directed to the subject the better. The copper trade is stationary in 
price, without any prospect of advance; and the manufacturers 
of copper articles have abundant orders on their books. In 
the chandelier trade, several large orders for the Continent 
have been received; and at the works of Messrs. Ratcliffs, 
Salt, and Co., Osler, and others, the men are employed on 
over-time. At the works of Messrs. Winfield the bedstead 
trade is exceedingly brisk, and the general trade of the firm, which 
embraces a variety of articles, is also active. On works of art, Menara, 
Hardman and Co, are busily employed, and come of the finest de- 
scription of casting and chasing is now to be seen in their establish- 
ment, intended for the mansions of many of the nobility, churches, 
and other public buildings, At the extensive works of Messrs, 
Elkington, some of the most splendid specimens of electro-plating are 
now to be seen; having been prepared for the approaching festivities 
of the season. In the iron-trade the utmost activity exists, and the 








impression still prevails that another advance of 20s. will be declared 
at the commencement of the new year. 


I do not, however, believe 
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such a rise will take place; but, as the preliminary meeting of the 
masters is so near at hand, further speculation is unnecessary. It 
cannot be denied that if ever there was a period at which it might be 
allowable to make an apparently unreasonable advance, it is the pre- 
sent. The order books are full, and the prospects highly flattering. 
Exclusive of the expectations arising from the French and American 
markets, the home market is unusually brisk, and the demand 
likely to be far greater during the ensuing year than it has been 
throughout the last, prosperous as it has been. The demand for rails 
alone is certain to be extensive, if only half the applications to Par- 
liament for new lines are successful; and as they are mostly divested 
of a speculative character, and principally branch lines of utility, 
there can be little doubt of their passing. From the Australian market 
the prospects for the iron trade are also encouraging. Railroads they 
must have through the gold regions, and already inquiries have been 
made here relative to the probable cost of iron for these undertakings. 





MINING STATISTICS OF CHILL 

We have been favoured by a communication from Mr A. Dillon, M.E., 
now in Valparaiso, on the subject of the produce of the mines of that re- 
public. The information conveyed by the writer is of considerable im- 
portance, and, while highly instructive, may serve as a precaution to those 
who, while overlooking the sources of extensive mincral wealth in their 
own country, thoughtlessly enter into speculations in mining adventures 
in foreign and distant countries, without the knowledge or experience ne- 
cessary to secure them from loss and disappointment. The object of the 
writer is evidently simply to set forth the unbiased and well-founded con- 
victions of a close observer, without prejudice, for the benefit of those who 
seek for information on the subject. 

The northern province of Chili bounds Bolivia, embracing the entire 
longitude of the State, and is designated in history as the Desert of Atacama, 
the term desert very properly applying to all the territory northward of 
the latitudinal parallel of Valparaiso, all equally rocky, impassable, un- 
fertile, and devoid of interest. There are i tongues of land, from a 

uarter of a mile to a mile wide, extending from the sea landwards, from 

oquimbo, Huasca, and Caldera, possessing some fertil:ty ; all the rest is 
a desert, not of sands, but sterile rocks, broken and craggy mountains of 
the primitive formation, on which neither tree, shrub, or plant grows. 
In this desert, at distances from 10 to 40 leagues apart, and lying parallel 
with the coast, are several mining districts, the exact geographical position, 
owing to the passive character of the inhabitants, not being known, Those 
of Coquimbo and Huasco produce copper ore the richest in the country, 
yielding from 20 to 40 per cent.,and probably averaging 25 per cent., theex- 
ports in the aggregate amounting probably to 400,000/.a year. The most 
important item, however, in the industrial resources of Chili is the silver of 
the district of Copiapo, the two principal argentiferous regions being 
Chanacillo and Tres Puntas, and which lie in a south-easterly and north- 
easterly direction from Copiapo, about 26 leagues. The Descubridora, as 
its name implies, was the first silver mine discovered in the province of 
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and has secured large wealth to its possessors. To this succeeded a chain 
unbroken and uninterrupted in two different hills, although separated by 
a deep ravine; the vein dips westward. In addition to the Descubridora, 
the best mines are the Colorado, Manto de Ossa, San Francisco, and San 
Francisquito. There may be one or two more of first-rate quality, after 
which all the rest are but second rate. The average yield of these first- 
class mines is from 150 to 200 lbs. per cajon of 3 tons; occasionally the pro- 
duce is much higher, and has reached ten times that return; but such are 
extraordinary cases, while it may be said the produce rarely falls below 
150 lbs, Tres Puntas contains three principal and rich mines, the Buena 
Esperanza, the Salvadora, and the Al Fin Hallada. The first of these is 
the best, yielding ore in abundance, and averaging a produce of 125 lbs 
per cajon. The Salvadora gives one-third of the quantity of the Al Fin 
Hallada, but the ore « us double the quantity of silver. All the other 
mines are equivocal, yiclding either nothing, or worse than nothing, by 
which is meant such as, without any produce, are a continual drain on the 
fortunes, earnings, or enterprise of their possessors, borne with the hope 
that dame Fortune will one day smile upon them. There may be about 
20 good first and second class mines in all in Copiapo, producing probably 
1,300,00027. annually, and 200 mines or more producing nothing, or worse 
than nothing; the chances of success are, therefore, about one in ten; or, 
to hope for success an adventurer should be interested in at least ten mines 
to give rise to the probability of success in one or them; and even then it 
requires great caution, discernment, and mining knowledge, possessed by 
few. It should also be borne in mind that most of even the successful 
undertakings have been worked by their owners through poverty, misery, 
and distress, often fur many years, before success crowned their efforts, and 
rewarded them for past exertions. 
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Coat ms America.—We have repeatedly had occasion to notice the bom- 
bast and vanity displayed by writers connected with the press of the United 
States, as to the progress making by its manufacturers in various articles 
of produce, particularly iron. Not satisfied with ruining the iron manu- 
facture of Britain, they are now it appears prepared to deluge the world 
witheoal, An American paper states that in the States of Kentucky and 
Ohio alone no proper idea can be formed of the quantity of coal contained 
beneath the surface; that if each State consumed 100,000,000 bushels per 
annum, one scam only would supply them for 6,00),000 years! The writer, 
however, is satisfied that there are a dozen worxable seams in 1000 ft. of 
depth, which will afford an illimitable supply for countless ages! Although 
the conviction always presents itself tu our minds that Nature has done 
much for America, we cannot help feeling that many of her suns, parti- 
cularly those who indulze in the cacethes scribendi, have done, and are 
continually doing, much more.

THE GOLD DISCOVERIES IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

In following up the information contained in last week’s Mining Journal 
of the porportion of gold contained in the gossans of various mines in Corn- | 
wall, Devonshire, and other counties, we propose to take a general view | 
of the discoverics and distribution of this metal, as preliminary to the | 
details of the several further trials of the produce of other mines during | 
the week by Berdan’s machine. Although there is sufficient evidence of | 
the existence and use of gold in this country at a very carly period, we | 
have no precise data of the time of its discovery. The Romans, at a com- 
paratively recent date, left the earliest written records of its use, but 
traditions goes much farther back as to its existence. Notwithstanding 
various legislative enactments relative to gold as a Royal mineral, made 
in the reigns ot the Edward's, the Henry’s, and even as late as the reign 
of Elizabeth, centuries have elapsed without any gold workings being 
carried out to any extensively profitable result until the present moment, 
which bids fair to render this country and others, when proper research 
has been made, remarkable for their auriferous produce. Gold has been 
found in many counties in England, Scotland, and in Ireland, Devon, 
Cornwall, Somerset, Gloucester, Worcester, Bedford, Lancashire, Derby, 
Cheshire, Keswick, and other parts of Cumberland, Westmoreland, North- 
umberland, principally Alston Moor, Durham, and Yorkshire, ‘Tra- 
ditional reports also give evidence of the obtainment of gold in Kent, 
Essex, Suffolk, and Lincolnshire, but without any authenticated records. 
Essex in particular has many legendary data of the working of gold de- 
posits even from the time of Boadicca: in the 16th and 17th centuries it 
was very generally believed that the precious metal existed there in

abundance, and some writers of the period would appear to bear testimony 
to the fact that it certainly did exist there, 
Essex being generally the London clay, and the series of the tertiary for- 
mation, it would not, at a superficial view, appear very congenial for gold, 
but when it is remembered that iron pyrites abounds in it, a mineral with 
which gold is so often associated, it is highly probable that it may have 
been found there, and that it will be again. In the reigns of Henry VII. 
and Elizabeth, the Lanarkshire hills produced 300,000/, of gold; and the 
discoveries in the Wicklow mountain streams, at the commencement of 
the present century, which have often been alluded to in our columns, 
must be known to most of our readers. Scotland, generally, has been a 
considerable gold-producing country. 

The geology of gold may now, we think, be considered as tolerably well 
understood. Jn sttu, it is found in the primitive rocks, granite, gneiss, 
mica slate, clay-slate, and porphyry; and having been freed from its 
original bed by the decomposition and disintegration of the rocks, and 
washed out by the rains, it is found in the beds of mountain streams and 


tain torrents occasionally flow. It is most frequently associated with 
quartz and oxides of iron, and with iron pyrites, sometimes with felspar, 
hornstone, calcareous spar, barytes, red silver ore, silver glance, sulphuret 
of copper, peacock copper ore, malachite, the various ores of lead, sul- 
phuret of zinc, grey ore of antimony, cobalt, manganese, copper nickel, 
arsenical pyrites, and orpimgnt ; and this information will enable parties 
in possession of mineral lands to form a judgement whether specimens 


from them are worthy of a trial for the production of the precious metal, 
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and Ireland, it is the opinion of Mr, Calvert, and many explorers in 
Canada, that the gold deposits discovered in the valley, and in the sands 
of the Chaudiere River, will lead to the development of other highly im-

ON ECONOMY IN THE CONSUMPTION OF FUEL. 

A thorough investigation into the best means of obtaining the most per- 
fect combustion of the fuel employed in steam-engine furnaces, breweries, 
distilleries, sugar refineries, dyc-houses, and other large manufacturing 
establishments, and thus preventing the ejection into the atmosphere of 
dense masses of black smoke, so long justly complained of by the inhabi- 
tants of large towns as an intolerable nuisance, has for some years past 
aroused that attention which its importance demands. Men of the first 
standing in scientific attainments have devoted much time, and followed 
out expensive experiments to enable them to solve the problem, and it is 
at present forming a principal feature in the preceedings of the Society of 

rts. Numerous patents have been from time to time secured, some with 
partial, and many with at least only equivocal success ; many legislative 
| local enactments have been passed, imposing penalties on parties convicted 
of allowing black smoke continuously to issue from their chimneys, and 
| still the evil, although undoubtedly abated, has by no means been eflec- 
j tually removed. ‘There is, it is true, in our daily perambulations conti- 
| nuous evidence of an improvement, and that a better practical knowledge 

in the theory of combustion is making way, but the results are yet far 
| from satisfactory ; and it is of the utmost importance, not only to indivi- 
duals who consume large quantities of fuel, but to the public interest, that 
continued investigations should take place, and every possible information 
on any new discovery disseminated for the bencfit of all. 

Duly appreciating as we do the value of theresultsof practical researches, 
| by men who have devoted their lives to the cause of science, it is with 

much pleasure we call attention to a valuable little work by our esteemed 
correspondent, T. Symes Prideaux, Esq., on Keonomy of Fuel, just pub- 
lished by Mr. John Weale, of High Holborn, Although the contents of 
the volume principally have reference to reverberatory furnaces for the 
manufacture of iron and to steam-boilers, with regard to the economy of 
fuel, and the most successful manufacturing results; the details will be 
found of the utmost value to those who are pursuing the elucidation of 
the smoke-preventing question—smoke consumption, as it has been termed, 
being after all nothing :nore than perfect combustion. 

The author first considers the best mode of rendering combustion per- 
fect, premising that it is, strictly speaking, the development of heat by 
chemical combination, Different coals vary much in their component parts, 
and in the proportion of these to each other. Carbon and hydrogen, how - 
ever, are the essential ingredients; and throughout the essay the author 
assumes as a convenient standard that every 100 parts of coal contain 
80 of carbon and 5 of hydrogen, leaving ‘out of view the oxygen, nitrogen, 
sulphur, and ashes, which all coal contains. It is commonly, but er- 
roneously supposed, that when no smoke appears at the chimney-top com- 
bustion is perfect. Smoke, however, may be absent, and yet the carbon 
only united with one atom of oxygen, forming carbonic oxide —a eolour- 
less gas—instead of with two atoms, forming carbonic acid, and thus losing 

| more than one-half the proper effect of the fuel. Hydrogen has a greater 
| affinity for oxygen than carbon ; consequently, when the atmospheric air 


combustion 10 measures of atmospheric air, and a furnace immediately 
after a fresh supply of fuel requires more than double the quantity of air 
| it did the instant before; and without the means for such supply during 
| the rapid gasification, one-half the fuel is wasted. The supply of air, and 
the feeding of the furnace, should correspond ; either both must be made 
| constant and regular, or the fluctuations of one must be made to coincide 
| with those ofthe other. ‘The author next describescertain contrivances for 
the employment of inferior kinds of fuel; the additional advantages of 
| working reverberatory furnaces by compressed air, and its advantages in 
steam-boilers; economy by increased temperature in furnaces; on sup- 
plying furnaces with hot air; the economic application of heat; the em- 
| Ployment of waste heat on the manufacture of iron; and on the quantity 
| of heat in steam and its economic application.

importance is omitted, while only those really essential are introduced, 
an these are condensed into moderate compass as regards style and lan- 
guage. The importance of the part played by /ea?, either in the great 
operations of nature, or in those of manufacture and art, cannot be well 
exaggerated, and this, although a rudimentary treatise, contains most im- 
| portant information, evincing a thorough practical and scientific expe- 
,Tience on the subject, and will, we believe, prove of great utility to the 

metallurgist, the manufacturer, and others, who must be deeply inte- 
| rested in the economical combustion of fuel, and the entire prevention of 
smoke. A perfectly practical result has been elaborated from the prin- 
ciples laid down in this rudimentary treatise, and which has been tested 
at Portamouth Dockyard, by Mr. Prideaux, with perfect suceess, Ina 
chapter ‘On the Best Means of Rendering Combustion Perfect,’ the 
author endeayours to devise a method by which the supply of air and the 
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wants of the fuel may be mutually adjusted, without either serious inno- 
vation on established arrangements, mand for motive power, or costly 
apparatus. ‘This is effected by the action of the door being closed by the 
stoker after firing, raising the arm of a lever, which throws open a sliding 
valve in the face of the door, which immediately commwnces slowly and 
automatically to close, and during its descent, a gradually diminishing 
supply of air to the fire, in harmony with the gradually diminishing re- 
quirements of the fuel, takes place. The apparatus, which is exceedingly 
simple, and can be applied to the largest steam-vessel in the Navy in 48 
hours, without alteration to the furnace, has been in operation, and care- 
fully tested during some days past. So perfect was the result, that a 
dense inky smoke, or a colourless vapour, could be made to issue from 
the chimney at the will of the operator; while a person could bear their 
hand on the furnace-door for an indefinite period, so perfect was the re- 

ulated current and the radiation, The experiment has been tried on 
highly bituminous coal, and appears to solve the problem of the possibi- 
lity of obtaining perfect combustion, thus abolishing the smoke nuisance.

From the voluminous affidavits filed in the cause, it appears that the company was 
formed in May, 1852, and that on its formation, 2560 shares were allotted to Captain 
Hurgan, in consideration of the original purchase of the mine, and of the expenses 
incurred during the preceding 18 months of its working under his directions, and 
further, including purchase of engine, of 26-inch cylinder, which was subsequently 
placed on the mine, The shares so taken by Capt. Burgan being with the first instal- 
ment paid thereon, representing 1280/,; a like number of shares, with equal payment, 
being issued, and subscribed for by the public, the interest held by Captain Burgan 
having been subsequently increased by purchase of shares. In addition to the de- 

osit, or first payment, a subsequent call of 2s, 6d. per share was made, which had 

ven paid by Captain Burgan, in addition to advances in cash on account of the ad- 
venturers to the extent of several hundred pounds, but such call had not been re- 
+ponded to collectively on the part of the petitioners. — ; 

In consequence of the default on the part of petitioners, in payment of the call 
mate, certain creditors had, with the view of enforcing the same under one of the 
usefal laws or rales which applies to mines carried on under the Cost-book System, 
taken proceedings for the recovery of the amounts due to them from the mine; but, 
in fact, only to the extent of the relative amounts due from the adventurers—such 
being the most simple, and, in Cornwall, the best course to be pursued. ‘The peti- 
tioners being defuultet, and wishing to avoid meeting the claims so put forth, accord- 
ingly applied to the Court to wind up the affairs of the company, whieh course was 
repudiated and objected to by a large majority of the adventurers. 2 

‘The Master of the Kolls, without hearing the respondents’ counsel, said that out of 
the eight conditions which the Winding-up Act contemplated under which such an 
application as the present could be made, it was only contended that three applied to 
the ease before the Court—viz., the third, by which it was provided that only those 
shareholders who had paid sunts that were recovered against them, and had given 
notice of the same to the company, could petition the Court for the purpose of wind- 
ing up; and in the present instance no such notice had been given, Then it was 
provided that the petitioners should not be entitled to an order if there was a set-off 
against the sums paid by them; and it appeared from the affidavits, that there was 
more due from them in the aggregate than they had paid to the creditors. Then it 
was assumed that the shareholders, in embarking in this undertaking, must have 
been aware that they embarking in an undertaking in which 10s. per share in the 
first instance had been refused, and that they would be liable to the cost of the mine 
from time to time. The seventh condition provided, that a petition like the present 
could not be presented unless the company was discontinued, and had ceased to work, 
but in this case the underground operations had only been prudently suspended pend- 
jing the litigation, under the advice of Captain Burgan’s solicitor; and the eighth, 
under which a diseretionary power was vested in the Court, which, under the circum- 
«tances of the present application, the Court saw no reason to put in force; particu- 
lurly, as under the Cost-Book Principle, the shareholders had power to retire from 
the speculation on payment of their proportion of the cost, and Captain Burgan had 
very tairly offered to purchase the interests of any shareholder wishing to retire. 
The petition must, therefore, be dismissed, with costs. 








Mr. Phillip Oliver, mining sharedealer, of Brompton, and Aberystwith, 
appeared at the Court of Bankruptey on Wednesday, when a meeting was held for 
choice of assignees. The liabilities are supposed to be about 5000/, or 6000,; the 
arnount of assets is uncertain, Only one creditor appeared to prove, and the choice 
ot assignees was adjourned, Mr. Linklater applied for the discharge of the bankrupt 
trom custody, where he had been for the last five months. Mr. Nicholls op’ the 
discharge, on behalf of Mr. Thomas Jones, the provisional assignee in the Insolveot 
Court, and two other ereditors. The bankrupt had been arrested on the 5th of July; 
a vesting order was obtained on the Sthof August, requiring him to file his sc vedule, 
but he had not yet done so, It was contended that by this contempt he had forfeited 
the benetit of the 112 section, Mr, Lawrence also opposed, for Mr. Grundy and Mr. 
Wright, two creditors, His Honour refused the application for discharge, on the 
ground that the bankrupt was in contempt of the Insolvent Debtors’ Court, and was 
keeping himself in gaol by neglecting to file his schedule. 


Mr. George Hennett, the extensive railway contractor, passed his last 
examination at the Court of Bankruptcy on Thursday. ‘The accounts filed in the Court 
ure voluminous, and show an immense amount of transactions. The sum owing to 
unsecured creditors is stated at 343,312/., and to those holding security at 79,395/., 
besides 16,9191. of liabilities. The assets are also large, consisting of 80,7861. in pro- 
perty, 65,521/, in good debts. Mr. Hemett had a surplus, on the Ist of January, 1849, 
of 146,3424., and his losses are stated at the enormous sum of 354,7501., 49,560/. of 
which is from bad debts. The largest creditor is Mr. George Hudson, who is down 
tor 24,000/. The assignees are understood to have expressed their approval of the 
aceuunts, and it is expected that the estate will pay 8s. in the pound, This is the 
laryest case that has come before the Court for several years. 


Mr. Thomas Hutchings, another extensive railway contractor, also ap- 
peared for his last examination—which, however, was adjourned.

Engines 
of nearly 12,000 horse power are constantly employed to drive the “* breath of life” into 
the glowing masses within furnaces of the United Kingdom, Each furnace on an aver- 
ugesncks in 17,000gullons of air perminute, or fivetons weight per hour. The number 
of farnaces in blast in 1850 was 459; the aggregate weight of air, therefore, required 
‘(luring that period to keep life in these fiery monsters was not less than 55,080 tons 
daily, or 20,049,000 tons daring the year—a quantity exceeding in weight the totals 
of the coals, ore, and limestone consumed in the process of smelting.

PREVENTION oF CoLiisions oN Rauways.—A private exhibition and 
description of a model of an apparatus for signaling from a station to the driver of a 
train while in motion, the position of a train previously passed, or that the line is 
clear ; and also a station signal, showing whether the line is free from one station to 
another, took place on Thursday last at Messrs, Ogan and Goddard’s, 2, Turnwheel- 
lane. These desirable results are effected in the most simple manner by galvanic 
electricity, patented by Mr. Tyers, and appeared to us highly effective. For signal- 
ing the driver while his train is in motion, a pair of brass plates, about 6 feet long, 
formed as double-inclined planes, are fixed on the rails at any desirable distance, and 
put in connection with the conducting-wires of the station-battery. On the loeomo- 
tive is placed an armature and index; beneath the carriage-frame are two metal 
springs, which, as they pass over the brass plates, complete the circuit ; and as the 
station-master, according to his knowledge, places his index at ‘*down-train,” ‘ up- 
train,” meaning they have just passed, and care must be taken, or “line clear,” such 
information is displayed on the index on the passing locomotive. What is termed 
the ** station-signal,”’ is effected by aconverse arrangement. An instrument is fixed 
in front of the station, where it ean be seen by all the officials of the railway. At any 
required distance —say,‘one, two, or more miles, or even including the space between 
three stations, metallic springs are so fixed by the side of the rails, that the flange of 
every wheel of the train completes the circuit, and instantly rings a bell continuously 
at the central station during the passage of the train; and also notifies to the station- 
master, by the index of the instrument, that the line is clear, and enables him to give 
such information to the driver of the next coming train by the first-described arrange- 
ment. It will be seen that the apparatus can be variously modified to meet every 
kind of casualty, and must prove exceedingly efficacious in the prevention of collisions. 
One of the instruments for station-signals has been in use on the South-Eastern Rail- 
way above seven months, and one for signaling drivers in motion, on the Brighton 
line, three months, with most satisfactory and effective results. The former is known 
tu have prevented at least three collisions. 


New Revotvine Enornt, to BE WorkeD By Sram, Arr, on WATER. 
~—Mr. Parsey calls his new rotary engine by the above title, on account of the imper- 
fect character hitherto borne by engines of that class. The action of the engine is 
perfectly free and noiseless. It consists of two perfectly circular cylinders, one much 
less than the other placed inside it throughout its whole length, fixed on the shaft, 
which works through the stuffing boxes on each side; the lesser cylinder touching 
the greater at one point, and leaving a crescent, or lune-shaped space between them 
for the flyers to revolve around; which flyers consist of blocks, with self-adjusting 
heads, sliding in slots or recesses cut into the inner cylinder towards its centre. The 
self-adjusting heads fit accurately, in their whole surface, the inner curvature of the 
larger, or outer fixed cylinder, in every part of itsrevolution. Two flyers are plaeed 
opposite to each other in the slots in the line through the shaft, which is eccentric 
to the outer circle, or cylinder, between which, passing through the boss and shaft, 
a spiral spring is put, with a spindle or rod entering holes in the under side of the 
opposite flyers, to keep the springs from crippling, and which force out the flyers as 
the space increases from the point where the two cylinders touch, and suffer them to 
be forced in as the crescent-shaped space decreases to the tangential point. The cres- 
cent-shaped spaces economise steam, and the advancement and depression of the 
flyers is extremely free from friction. There is no back pressure or over hang, so 
objectionable in ordinary rotary engines, and the engine can be started or reversed 
at any point, there being no dead point. As the inner cylinder revolves upon its 
fixed shaft, it acts as an inner fly-wheel; and as the cylinders may be elongated to 
any length on the shaft, these compact engines will be admirably adapted to work 
paddles, screw-shaft, or any shafting where velocity and direct application of power 
may be required, or the friction of aceellerating gear be desirable to be dispensed with ; 
as, without any considerable increase of the diameters of the cylinders, they may be 
clongated to obtain area of flyers for engines of the greatest power. 


Corrucatep Inon ror Steam Boters.—Mr. Montgomery, of New 
York, has recently introduced a novel species of boiler, formed of corrugated iron, 
which is said to possess many advantages over those formed of flat rolled plates, and 
is exciting much attention among |parties interested. It is stated that it more than 
doubles the strength, takes only one-half the space, is 30 per cent. less in cost, and 
will prove a great preventative of explosions, as in the rolling all blisters and flaws 
are brought to light which cannot be seen in flat rolled iron, and which property, in 
addition to its superior strength, must prove a great source of safety. It presents 
one-third more heating surface to the furnace than the present boiler, and the engi- 
neers connected with the naval department strongly recommended these corrugated 
boilers. Taking one steam-vessel as a comparison, the Jsaae Newton, if corrugated 
iron had been employed in the boilers 8 ft. 6 in. of space would have been saved, 30.per 
cent. in cost, and 50 per cent. gained in heating surface. 


Supmarine TeLeGrarus,—Mr. W. Smith, of Salisbury-strect, Adelphi. 
has patented a novel arrangement of machinery for the manufacture of telegraph 
cables, and other ropes, lines, &c., of such bulk, and in such manner, that it is prac- 
ticable to erect it of sufficient power on board a ship, for the greater convenience of 
transporting or paying out the same when made. The cable thus made at sea can 
be tested as it is formed, and payed out and submerged consecutively, thus prevent- 
ing the necessity of splices, or junctions, and the risk of imperfect continuity.—
